IRISH “STORES ” 
IN SCOTLAND 
QUESTION OF PRICE 
AND DISTRIBUTION 


Mr. Henderson Stewart (L.-Nat.), 
in the House of Commons yesterday, 
asked the Secretary of State for 
Scotland what steps have been taxen 
to steady the prices and control the 
distribution of store cattle to be 
imported from Ireland, and so prevent 
excessive competition for nat. by 
Scottish farmers, and excessive profits 
going to Irish breeders. 

Mr. T. Johnston replied that it was 
difficult to see how competition for a 
limited supply could be avoided. On 
the other hand, it was obvious that 
even the limited supply. of imports 
which would be available would have 
the effect of reducing prices. 

Mr. Henderson Stewart said that 
inordinately high prices had been paid 
for store cattle. Farmers were buying 
regardiess of price. In view of the 
limited supplies, was it not the 
Government s job to buy the Irish 
cattle and distribute them? In that 
way the Government would get the 
profit, and not Irishmen. 

Mr. Johnston—It is obvious that 
there might be an Import Purchasing 
Board, but the difficulty a board 
would have would be the distribution 
of a limited supply of animals. 

Mr. G. Buchanan (Labour)—Owing 
to the limited supply of Irish store 
cattle the prices have risen enormously, 
and the distribution problem has not 
| been solved. 

Mr. Johnston said that it was an 
exceedingly difficult administrative 
matter. Foot-and-mouth disease had 
concentrated supplies in certain areas, 
but they would be gradually spread 
out.

ing of the two German officers in 
France. Apart from the fact that 
diplomatic relations between Germany 
and France are still being maintained, 
political circles interpret this remark 
as an admission of intentions to dis 
turb,or even sabotage, Franco-German 
relations hy such actions. The culprits 
are, therefore, the instruments of a 
definite policy. This point will ve 
kept in ming in the choice of hostages 
who must suffer for the murders. Such 
elements will be chosen as have com- 
promised themselves by possessing 
arms, distributing leaflets, or other 
actions, and who have identified them- 
selves to some degree witlf such acts 
of violence.” 


POLES EXECUTED 


LONDON, Thursday.—Eight Poles, 
accused of having organised acts of 
sabotage on German goods trains and 
transports carrying military equipment 
between Berlin and Warsaw have been 
sentenced by a German special tribunal 
in Poznan, says the Poltsh Telegraph 
Agency. Five were sentenced to death 
and executed, the sixth was sentenced 
to 10 years’ hard labour, the seventh 
(a woman) to eight years’ hard labour, 
and the eighth was sent to an asylum. 
—( Reuter.) : 


NORWEGIANS SHOT

PRETORIA, Thursday.—Mr. James 
Hertzog, forme: South African Prime

“SEEK PEACE,” 
SAYS CUDAHY 
“DECLARE WAR,” 
ADVISES BULLITT 


AN immediate declaration of 
war on Germany was 
demanded by the former United 
States Ambassador in Paris, 
Mr. William C. Bullitt, in a 
speech in Philadelphia yester- 
day, in which he criticised 
President Roosevelt ‘for not 
ae gone hard and fast 
enough" to meet Hitler's 
aggression.

PEACE AGREEMENT 


Associated Press says that members 
of the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee in Washington last night 
reported that Mr. John Cudahy, former 
United States Ambassador to Belgium, 
and at one time Minister in Dublin, had 
suggested that the United States should 
join with Britain and France in work- 
ing out a peace agreement with Ger- 
many. 

After he left the session of the Com- 
mittee, says Associated Press, Mr. 
Cudahy told the Press that he believed 
Hitler “has no ambitions to the 
West.” 

Recently Mr. Cudahy had an inter- 
view with Hitler, which was printed 
in the American magazine, Life, in 
which he described how the German 
Dictator had disavowed any intentions 
of attacking the Western Hemisphere. 
Mr. Cudahy attributed to Hitler re- 
marks to the effect that the German 
High Command did not believe such 
an invasion was feasible. 

The article aroused a storm of con- 
troversy at the time. In a rapid 
speech last August, Mr. Cudahy called 
on President Roosevelt to propose a 
programme of peace.—(Associated 
Press.)

— The 
American-owned tanker, W. C. Teagle 
(9,552 tons), one of the largest ‘in the 
world, has sunk on her way to Britain, 
according to reports in New York 
marine circles.

CATTLE DISEASE 
CONTROL 
RECOMMENDATIONS 
TO GOVERNMENT 


Two hundred million gallons of milk, 
representing twenty million pounds 
sterling, are lost each year owing to 
mastitis, contagious abortion, and in- 
fertility in cattle in Great Britain, said 
Mr. H. W. Steele-Borger, immediate 
past President of the National Veterin- 
ary Medicai Association, in a talk on 
cattle diseases at the Veterinary Col- 
lege, Ballsbridge, last night. 

The future trend of the profession 
must be more along the lines of disease 
prevention and control, rather than 
mere treatment of the diseased animals. 
Under the scheme, practitioners would 
pay regular calls at farms and inspect 
animals. For their service the farmer 
would pay a fixed fee per capita, and 
the Government Department in Great 
Britain would give laboratory facili- 
ties, free vaccine, etc. 

Mr. M. J. MacClancy presided. 

Professor William Kearney, Profes- 
sor of Pathology, Veterinary College 
of Ireland, said the scheme had many 
advantages, but some alterations would 
be necessary hefore it could be applied 
here. The Veterinary Association of 
Ireland had appointed a special com- 
mittee to draw up recommendations 
for the consideration of the Govern- 
ment, and it was to be hoped that 
the Government would accept and put 
these into operation as soon as 
possible. 


WHAT IS A NATION ? 


There are no longer any pure breeds 
of men, and all attempts to produce 
pure breeds are utterly futile, said 
the Rev. Stephen J. Browne, 8.J., 
President of the Catholic Association 
for International Relations, in his 
Jecture last night on “What are 
International Relations,’’ at the Ierne 
Hall, Parnell square, Dublin. The 
Rev. T. C. Murphy, 0.C.C., presided. 

It is still said that Ireland is not 
yet a nation, said Father Browne, and 
will not be until this or that happens; 
but, on what grounds did we hase 
our claim to politica! economy, if not 
on the ground that we were a nation. 
The function of. a nation could be 
expressed in two words—it stabilises 
and educates. Nationality has little 
or nothing to do with race, at least 
as understood by the German.

MOSCOW, Thursday.—‘‘ Fighting at 
the approaches to the Donetz basin 
has attained high intensity,’ according 
to the ZJzvestia war correspondent. 
On October 20 alone the Germans lost 
1.500 men. killed and wounded. . he 
says. ‘One squadron of Italian 
cavalry has been annihilated, thirty- 
four tanks disabled, and many lorries 
and a large quantity of military equip- 
ment destroved. Altogether, in=the 
course of fighting at the approaches to 
the Donetz basin, the enemy has lost 
abont 10.000 men. hundreds of tanks 
and a great quantity of other arma- 
ments. The enemy is massing here 
continually fresh forces—Italian, Hun- 
garian and Rumanian troops,” he 
adds. ‘‘As a result. the enemy has 
at his disrosal on this sector much 
larger forees than the defencers.’’— 
(Reuter. ) 

BERLIN, Thursday.—The German 
News Agency learns from a military 
source that the Russians yesterday 
attempted to break through in front 
of Leningrad with strong tank forces. 
“German tanks, however, went for- 
ward to meet the giant Soviet tanks 
which came rolling up,” the Agency 
adds. ‘* After a short exchange of 
fire. five of the leading Soviet tanks 
were captured. <A sixth ran on to a 
German minefield and exploded. Mean- 
while, the rest of the Soviet. tanks, in 
skilful attacks, were concentrated 
together on a small space, which was 
then surrounded over a wide area by 
mines laid by infantrymen and sappers, 
with the result that fifteen Soviet 
tanks found themselves in a blind 
alley. Not one returned to Lenin- 
grad.’’ 


NEW GERMAN DRIVE 


KUIBYSHEV, Thursday. — The 
main road to Moscow is completely 
blocked south and south-west of the 
city, according to the latest reports 
from the Tula and Orel region. At 
the same time, Moscow announcements 
show that the German commander, 
von Bock, has followed the failure 
of his frontal drive by a new thrust 
with his northern pincer in the region 
of Kalinin. South of Kalinir is a 
wide obstacle in the form of a lake 
and an area of swamps and ponds that 
must necessarily canalise and weaken 
any later German drive direct on 
Moscow. It is now apparent that 
Herr Hitler has had no important 
success in the past few days, since he 
shortened his line south-west of the 
capital by his drive on Malo 
Yaroslavets. Mary of the heavy 
industrial works and other plants 
scattered throughout the semi-wooded 
region south-west of Moscow. have 
fallen into German hands.

SLIGO MAN TO BE 
HANGED 
PATRICK KELLY, the thirty 


one years old labourer of 
Riverstown, County Sligo, was 
sentenced to death by Mr. 
lustice Hanna in the Central 
Criminal Court, Dublin, yester- 
day, for the murder of Miss 
Mary Brehony on Aoril 17 last. 

When the jury had returned. a 
verdict of “ guilty.” Kelly was asked 
if he had anything to say why 
sentence of death should not be passed 
on him, and he replied in a low voice.: 
“I have nothing at all.” 

The trial had lasted four days. the 
State case being that Mary Brehony, 
who had lived alone since her father's 
death some months earlier, was 
brutally assaulted when she was cros- 
sing a field near her home. She was 
partly strangled and then dragged 
across the fields and thrown into a 
river. 

Mr. Barra OBriain, K.C., 
defended Kellv, submitted that the 
State had failed to produce anv 
evidence connecting his client with 
the crime. 

In his charge to the jury, Mr. 
Justice Hanna said that it seemed to 
him that the murder had not been 
planned. Whoever did it probably 
saw the woman going throngh the 
fields and attacked her.

Warm apparel is necessary for delicate 
women and children leaving hospital, 
and the older girls and boys require 
outfits to take up employment. 

Then there are the aged, wives and 
widows of old soldiers, whose widow's 
or old age pensions leave no margin to 
provide an clothing, and who 
naturally suffer more from cold than 
younger people. In addition, there are 
refugees who have lost everything in 
raids and call for immediate help. 

The cost of materials, boots and 
shoes, has gone up to an alarming 
extent; therefore, may we make an 
earnest appeal to your readers to send 
us something? Any garment, worn or 
new, will welcome, as well as 
blankets, sheets, boots and shoes; and, 
as we employ soldiers’ dependents to 
alter and make garments, materials and 
wool will be gratefully received. 

Knitted or crochet cross-overs are 
easily made, and are greatly appre- 
ciated by the older women.

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Rent Control 

During the early months of the last 
world war it became evident that normal 
laws of demand and supply as between the 
owners and tenants of house property no 
longer could be allowed to have free play. 
Demand had already outrun available 
supplies of dwellings, and the suspension 
of house-building activities threatened 
tenants with prospects of grossly inflated 
rentals. Faced by imminent dangers of 
profiteering on an unprecedented scale, 
the British Government introduced legisla- 
tion to protect tenants against the possible 
demands of rapacious landlords, and the 
Rent Restriction Act of 1915 introduced a 
new principle into relationships between 
landlord and tenant. That prirciple of 
‘controlled ” rents, founded on the rental 
rates prevalent in 1914, still remains in 
operation. Amended and modified by 
subsequent United Kingdom and Irish 
enactments, the principle of the 1915 Act 
continues to limit freedom of contract 
between the owners and occupiers of 
property in Dublin and other urban 
districts in the twenty-six counties. The 
general tendency of amending legislation 
has been to de-control rents of houses 
above certain valuation levels, and to 
contemplate some future date at which 
freedom of contract might be restored as 
between all property-owners and tenants. 
One step towards the restoration of 
normal conditions was taken as the result 
of the Town Tenants Commission over 
which Mr. Justice Meredith presided in 
1927. The Landlord and Tenant Act of 
1931 raised hopes that limits would be 
set to the spates of contentious litigation 
to which the 1915 and subsequent Acts had 
Experience of the 1931 Act, 
however, revealed serious flaws and 
anomalies. Litigation showed little abate- 
ment, tenants’ and landlords’ organisa- 
tions continued to clamour for further 
amendments, and the output of new dwell- 
ings for renting showed little signs of 
increase. 

In these circumstanoes the Dail and 
Senate, by resolution, called for the 
appointment of another tribunal to review 
the position and to propose amending 
legislation; and the Government, in 
February, 1936, appointed a High Court 
Judge, the late Commissioner of Valua- 
tion, the Chairman of the National 
Housing Board and the Assistant Secretary 
of the Department of Justice as a tribunal 
to recommend possible remedies. The 
results of their inquiries and deliberations 
are now presented in a volume of 2387 
pages, in which each of the four members 
“agree to disagree’’ in a quite remark- 
able manner. With great industry and 
acumen they apparently agreed to compile 
and analyse an informative synopsis of 
previous legislation and litigation; but 
there agreement seems to have reached its 
limits. While the chairman, Mr. Justice 
Black, adds a voluminous and extremely 
interesting personal commentary on the 
“ agreed ” findings, two other members 
found it necessary to record their dissent 
on ‘vital’? recommendations, and the 
third member—who also is chairman of 
the Dublin Housing Inquiry—qualified his 
acceptance by an abstruse dissertation on 
the reduced values of “paper money ”’ 
and on “ profiteering ” in other branches 
of industry. Throughout all the reports 
and notes of dissent there occur similar 
efforts to reconcile economic considerations 
with ethical principles. ‘‘ The Courts,” 
says the main report, ‘‘ should beentrusted 
to exercise their relieving powers with due 
regard to fairness to all parties, and to a 
recognition of the principle of doing unto 
others as you would that they should do 
unto you’’—an excellent principle of 
conduct, but hardly a practical basjs for 
legislation or for legal argument and 
rulings. In his personal note the Chair- 
man says that a discussion of moral prin- 
ciples ‘‘is made necessary because there 
has been revealed within our membership 
a complete conflict of ideologies.” To the 
atmosphere created by such conflicts and 
to present kaleidoscopic conditions in the 
whole field of housing activities it is 
possible to trace the Tribunal’s failum to 
arrive: at clearly-defined and constructive 
conclusions. 

What, then, is the value of the report? 
Did its members find it possible to reach 
complete agreement on any issue of im- 
portance as a basis for legislation? 
Fortunately, we think, one recommenda- 
tion is unanimous, clearly presented and 
welcome to prospective house purchasers. 
As a safeguard against the sale of 
dwellings, ‘‘jerrybuilt, and some worse 
than jerrybuilt,’’ the Tribunal recom- 
mends that ‘‘there should be a standard 
established for all materials, which 
reputable architects and builders would 


given rise. 


be glad to co-operate in formulating”’ ; 
and that failure to provide such warranties 
should be made an offence punishable by 
law. Had the Tribunal indicated practical 
means by which standards of quality could 
be determined and made effective, its 
members might be forgiven for failures to 
grapple with the details of other thorny 
problems. Had they boldly faced the fact 
that the only effective way in which to 
get rid of the moral and legal problems 
of “- controlled’’ rentals lies in the pro- 
vision of dwellings to satisfy present and 
prospective demands for accommodation, 
the Tribunal might have rendered a real 
public service. Now we fear that the chief 
result of their labours is to add one more 
volume to the library of reports on 
housing and transport and arterial 
drainage and other issues which have 
‘found refuge in the pigeon-holes of 
Government departments. More than two 
years have passed since the Dublin 
Housing Inquiry amassed volumes of 
evidence on means by which some 
tolerable balance might be reached 
between demand and supply in the city’s 
housing economy. During those two years 
the chairman of the inquiry—a signatory 
to the Tribunal’s report—has apparently

have been better calculated to stir the 
people’s sense of the ridiculous; for an 
air-raid shelter that is not available for 
instant use is a ridiculous object, indeed. 
Yet the shelters had to be locked, since 
those vandalistic youths in whom our city 
appears to abound could not be trusted to 
treat them décently, but amused themselves 
by smashing and stealing the internal 
fittings. Their sense of mischief, appa- 
rently, is irrepressible: like love, it laughs 
at locksmiths. Even when barred against 
entrance, they have smashed the locks of 
many shelters during the past year, torn 
away the doors, ripped the seats from 
their places, and even carried off the 
water-closets. Vandalism of this kind, if 
it were directed against any article of 
public property, would be scoundrelly ; but 
it is doubly odious when its object is a 
building which some day may be needed 
for the protection of hundreds of citizens. 
It is un-Christian, presumably, to hope 
that. these wretches will be among the first 
victims if bombs ever begin to drop upon 
Dublin; we had better content ourselves 
with the hope that some of them will be 
caught at their low work and will: be 
treated as they deserve; they are the sort 
of people for whom the “cat” was 
designed. Thanks to them, the next array 
of shelters will lack many of the con- 
veniences that gave a semblance of comfort 
to the existing lot. According to Mr. R. 8S. 
Laurie, Chief Air-raid Warden for Dublin, 
the three hundred shelters for which 
tenders are being sought will have no 
doors, because they will have no internal 
fittings, and there will be nothing what- 
ever in them to steal. We perceive with 
satisfaction that the L.S.F., as well as 
the police, will be asked to keep an eye 
on them. They, we imagine, will have a 
short way with anybody who thinks out a 
new method of dealing damage to the 
shelters.

WARRANTY SCHEME. IN 
HC'USE-BUILDING 
DUBLIN BUILDERS’ VIEWS

minent Dublin builders to an /rish Times 
reporter yesterday. These men suggested 
that the Corporation should inspect new 
houses and supervise the work of ‘‘ amateur ” 
builders, who had gate-crashed the trade 
during the building boom before the war. 
[It was suggested also that builders should 
be registered, so that the trade might be 
left in the hands of exnerienced men, ‘*‘ who 
know a good house from a bad one.” 

Mr. B. McKinley, a well-known Blackrock 
builder, said that there would be no need 
.for warranties if the Corporation would 
engage sufficient staff to supervise the work 
of the men who had taken advantage of the 
building boom, handymen from every walk 
of life, none of whom had had any experience 
of the building trade, and who bought 
inferior materials not because they wanted 
to make extra profit, but because they did 
not know a good house from a bad one. 

“The warranty system,” said Mr. 
McKinley, “is entirely impracticable; for it 
raises jnnumerable highly technical legal 
points, which cannot be thrashed out. The 
simplest and most efficient way to keep these 
Ss in check would be for the 

orporation and other public bodies to 
supervise the work, and to condemn any 
building which does not come up to official 
requirements. This inspection would not 
entail any great extra work, as already there 
are inspectors for the drains of new houses, 
and no house can be sold without a certifi- 
cate guaranteeing the drains.”’ 

Mr. McKinley, a member of the Dublin 
and District House Builders’ Association, 
said that their Asseciation had been «on- 
sidering the warranty system for years, and 
had come to the conclusion that it was out 
of tho question, 

“We have always impressed upun our 
members the necessity for turning out @ 
good type of house,” he said, “and have 


accepted into our ranks only recognised 
bnilders. During the past few years, how- 
ever, the number of ‘amateurs’ has been 


yrowing, and now equals that of legitimate 
builders, if, indeed, it does not exceed it." 

Mr. Henry Dockrell, T.D., said that so 
long as the Corporation had inspectors there 
was no need for the introduction of the 
warranty system. The inspection of houses 
was primarily a matter for the Corporation, 
as guardians of the city. 

“Already,” he said, “they inspect the 
drains of new houses, but in my opinion 
they should accept either full responsibility 
or none.” 

Mr. Dockrell suggested that specifications 
for houses should be introduced. The only 
trouble would be that opinions would differ 
as to whether the specifications were too 
stringent or too lax, and that complaints 
would be heard from people who “ would 
rather trust an experienced builder than 
Government red tape.” 

“One way to ensure that these handy- 
men do not enter the trade,” said Mr. 
Dockrell, ‘‘ would be to register builders; 
but then there would “be peopie who would 
contend. that Dublin sai heuses, and 
that it did not matter who built them or 
how they were constructed.”

course of the last week, at the two Dublin

—nuamber four box has led the way with 
thitteen successes, numbers one a three 
ticing with ten. Next comes number six, 
with six, followed by number five with five, 
and number two with the same total. 

As number one box gives the inside 
position, it is obviously the most favour- 
able one. so that it 1s somewhat surprising 
to see the winners from it being out- 
age dag even if the period under review 
is only short one, The question of 
which ioe the favourites and joint- 
favourites are drawn in must aiso be taken 
into cvasideration; and in this comparison 
number three comes off best, for that box 
supplied ten winners with only six favourites 
and three joint-favourites, as against 
number four’s fourteen favourites and five 
joint-favourites and number one’s eleven 
favourites and five joint- favourites. 

It seems that a centre box, in this period, 
is the most favourable, for unless the dog 
drawn in number one box ag away to a 
fiving start, he is apt to shut out at 
the first hend, whereas Ry rivals in the 
centre, provided they d« not run wide at 
the bends, can cut across to the rails and 
secure the inside position.
